You, Mr. Rose 
Buyer and Seller, must be sharp enough to realize that “No. 1 grade” can refer to 
what’s left after “Jumbo” or “Triple-X” plants have been selected and sold for a 
higher price. (If an Arp Nursery plant label reads ‘‘No. 1,” you can bet your hat 
the bushes are No. 1 or better, American Association of Nurserymen horticultural 
standards.) 

Of course, service costs money. You've figured what your customer will pay 
for a rose-bush-question-mark. What will your customer pay for an honest to 
goodness good, green, plump, FIELD-Fresh, rose bush, Arp-grown with life in- 


surance? 


No Sale of Cut Flowers 


Arp-grown rose bushes are not crippled by field pruning. This is one nursery 
tending strictly to the business of bush production. No flower trade is solicited; 
no flower orders filled. 


Arp is not in competition to greenhouses, wholesale or retail florists. Flowers are 
an incidental tho’ beautiful byproduct, fulfilling only the natural bush function. 
Strong canes remain on Arp plants. You know, of course, that plant food, starch, 
reserve vitality, is stored in the cane of a rose bush.

Size large, shell 
thin, kernel plump, flavor excellent. Is one of the most popular varieties.

STUART.— Originated in Jackson County, Mississippi. Runs 55 nuts per pound 
and 44% kernel. An old and widely disseminated variety. 


SUCCESS.— Originated in Jackson County, Mississippi. An o!d and widely dis- 
seminated variety, running 37 nuts per pound and 52) kernel. One of 
the most valuable Eastern varieties that we have. 


TEXAS PROLIFIC.— (Sometimes called Sovereign).—Introduced by E. E. Risien, 
San Saba, Texas. Runs 48 nuts per pound and 54% kernel. Very pro- 


lific and widely disseminated in Texas. A very popular variety. 


WESTERN SCHLEY.—Also introduced by Guy Risien, San Saba, Texas. Runs
